4, Business Arising from the Minutes 


Associate Dean Cappelluto updated members of Council regarding the Karakuri course that was 
given during the summer. She explained that 4 students and 1 professor, Raymond Marius 
Boucher, went to Nagoya, Japan for the Transit 2005 Karakuri Art at the Nagoya Zokei 
University of Art and Design. The Associate Dean explained that the students had a wonderful 
time and that plans are being made for a return visit this year. 


5. Chair’s Remarks 


Dean Wild explained that it was her second week as Dean and that she had already met many 
people and visited different areas. She mentioned that people were very welcoming and that this 
was really appreciated. 


The Dean outlined her goal and vision for the Faculty: the creation of a fluid educational 
environment which can adapt to reflect current issues and concerns and engages students, staff 
and faculty members. She believed that the Faculty accomplished a great deal with the former 
Dean, Christopher Jackson. These initiatives would continue and evolve, in order to allow us to 
continue to champion the arts as a strategic activity that reflects and shapes contemporary 
culture. She outlined the ways she felt the Faculty could achieve this: By fostering teaching and 
research excellence as well as seeing the local environment as a unique element that can be 
integrated into curriculum. 


The Dean mentioned that the Faculty must be responsive to new challenges and new models of 
learning. She explained that her goal was also to meet with members of the community and 
different areas of the university in order to understand current and future needs and the specific 
context of the institution. 


She addressed some items of ongoing business. 
1) Building projects 


There has been some movement in regards to the BE and VA renovations. She explained that 
she, along with Christopher Jackson, had met with Facilities Management. Plans are in 
progress. At this point, most of the Program Directors have toured the BE and construction 
should start in either December or January with the VA following at a later date. However, 
she mentioned that “vacated” space in the VA will be available for use this academic year.

The Dean also confirmed Dr. Singer’s commitment to the Grey Nuns space and its use for 
the Faculty of Fine Arts. 


2) Admissions and marginal funding 


The Dean said that this year would most likely be considered the benchmark in terms of 
enrolment and funding bases. She spoke to Associate Dean Foss and Jean-Pierre Duchesne 
and they are looking at implementing January admissions as a pilot project in part to ensure 
fiscal stability. Historically, the Faculty’s funding has been at a higher per FTE than other 
Faculties. This funding will now be gradually reduced. This, in addition to government 
changes to the funding scheme, dictates a need to re-examine our operations to ensure the 
ongoing strength of our departments.

9. Minor Curriculum Changes, Department of Art Education (FFAC-05-09-30-D5) 


R. Lachappelle introduced this minor curriculum change. It involved changing the grading 
system of ARTE 423 from a letter grade to a pass/fail. This course is a two day per week 
practicum that involves the presence of the student as the role of observer only. The course is a 
required course and it prepares the student for the more intensive follow-up course, ARTE 425. 


Historically, the grades have been very high (either A or A+) and therefore it was decided that a 
pass/fail system would be more sensible considering the structure of the course. 


There was some confusion in terms of the pass/fail grading system and its effect on a student’s 
GPA. It was explained that this course would not be considered within the GPA calculations. 
However, it is a required course and basically should a student fail, he/she would have to 
continue taking the course until they have passed it. T. Stathopoulos confirmed that basically 
such a course would be outside of the GPA but considered a requirement of it. 


There was some question in terms of if this change would have to go to the APC and Senate.

10. Concordia Documentary Centre (FFAC-05-09-30-D6) 


Associate Dean Cappelluto explained that the Faculty Research Advisory Committee had 
reviewed the document and unanimously supports it. She also advised that the Documentary 
Centre involved no draw on resources from Concordia or the Faculty of Fine Arts. 


T. Waugh explained that ideally the Centre would be accepted by both Fine Arts and Arts and 
Science but that should it be accepted at this council, it could be centered here in the immediate 
future. 


A. Dutkewych asked where the funding would come from. He asked if the Faculty would have to 
fund the Centre in the future should external funding diminish. 


~ T. Waugh said that the Centre will provide a framework to continually request outside funding. 
He explained that they do not anticipate requiring Faculty funding in the foreseeable future. 


Many members of Council expressed interest in the Centre and how it could apply to the 
different Departments. An issue was clarified. The Centre would be a research centre and not a 


business.
